The instant claims are amended to further limit the spectator ligand to an imine 
ligand or an HA adduct thereof. Since the cited prior art, Mackenzie et al. (US 
6,245,871), does not teach or reasonably suggest the imine ligand compound or the HA 
adduct thereof of the instant claims, the rejections of the previous Office Action is 
withdrawn, and the instant claims are deemed to be novel and nonobvious over the 
cited prior art and are in the condition for allowance.
